technicalities which bave deterred in- 
quirers, wud weure not sware that any 
systematic account of it has yet been 
given to the world. It will therefore 
perhaps bo necessary to go somewhat’

China is divided for purposes of salt, 
adunnistration inte seven main circuits, 
each of which has its own source of pro- 
duction. ‘The officinls controlling the 
administration are a3 # rule independent 
of the local authorities. ‘The circuits or 
divisions we refer to are’: (1) Chang-lu, 
which supplies’ the metropolitan pro- 
vinee and the North generally ; (2) Ho- 
tung, which supplies Shuusi, Shensi and 
part of Henan; (3) The Liang Hwai, 
which supplies Anhwei, part. of Kiaugen, 
Kiangsi aud Hu-kwong} (4) Liang 
Chel, which supplies Chekiang and the 
greater pats of Kiungsu ; (5) Fulkign;’ 
which supplies that province ‘aad party 
of the adjoining provinces ; (6) Kwang- 
tung, which supplies the two Kwang 
and parts of Kiangsi and Yunnan; aud 
(?)., Szechiuan, which supplies all the 
rest ol western China, “The boundaries 
of each of these cireuits are . carefully 
defined, and.salt produeed in one cirenit 
is not allowed to be sold or transported 
into auvther,—net, at: feast, under ordi- 
nary circumstances, Thu. rebellion 
caused considerable changes, notably 
the invasion. of Hunon and Hupei by 
the Széchuan, salt merchants ‘when the

As he bought it-at 
a price fixed by the officials, so he must 
sell it through an agent of the Salt 
Government, which also fixes tho sell- 
ting price. Tbe merchant hiving cho- 
sen the plnee where he wishes: his salt 
to be disposed of, must enter. it st a 
sort of bundet warehouse which is es- 
tablished in’ every town of importance 
under the charge of a wei-yuen from 
the Salt Commisioner’s Yamen. . Tha 
sult is stored there under the control of 
the wei-yuen, to await its turn for-sale. 
For this purpose the merchants’ names 
ure entered in a book in order of ap- . 
plication, aud the salt is strictly disposed 
‘of in the sume order. i 
are-handed.in at the same time and are 
retiined by the, wei-yuen till the salt 
they caver is all cleared, upon which 
they are handed back and the merchant, 
is'nt liberty -to try another venture:

The system can be best illustrated 
by quoting a particular case.
